At a general. meeting 
of the company held in London so recently as 
10th of Séptember last, the then Chairmar— 
acting, of course, as the mouthpiece of the 
Board—gave a most glowing and elaborately 
Optimistic account of the position and future 
prospects of the company, and now, just five 
monthe later, this immense and prosperous con- 
cern was uced to a position of commercial 
mendicancy. This deplorable position whs 
mainly attributable to the fatal policy of en- 
tering into long forward conttacts for rubber 
and cotton-«ontracts involving the expendi- 
ture of many millions of pounds sterling, at a 
time when the directors should. have known 
that a period of falling prices and general tra“ 
depression was approaching. In this connec- 
tion the Committee pointed out that the 
board’s belated concern, as expressed in their 
circular, for ‘“ retrenchment and preservation 
of all cash resources” (and after all the money 
was spent) could only be regarded as a con- 
fession of their Own incompetence; and as a 
remedy for the disastrous results of this in- 
competence it was now proposed to burden the 
company by creating further prior charges on 
profits, to the serious detriment of the credit 
of the company and the interests of the 
dinaty shareholders. The Committee strongly 
redomménded that a thorotigh and searching 
investigation, into the nature and extent of the 
contracts for rubber aud cotton be made; that 
a strong infusion of new bleod on the Board 
be obtaimed: and that a permanent organisa- 
tion to watéh over and safeguard the interests 
of Irish shareholders be established. 

SHAREHOLDERS’ OPINION.
